Dp-loriorulion and place­ 

ment of roadside trees in 
settled communities, and ra­ 
pid suburban development, 
are expected to create one of 
the largest tree planting pro­ 
grams in the history of 
Southwest and West Los 
Angeles communities', re­ 
ports Supervisor Kenneth 
Hahn.

"Property owners should 
be aware of country ordi­ 
nances which might affect 
their plans to remove or 
plant trees by their homes," 
advises Hahn.

Rapid population growth 
in the newer suburban areas 
and the need to replace old 
or dying trees in settled 
communities is the reason 
for an unprecedented grow­

th in the number of prob­ 
lems related to roadside 
trees.

Plant Hazard Cited
"Our southwest and West 

Los Angeles communities, 
each with their own peculiar 
ecologies and specific plant 
pest and disease problems, 
require species which can 
adapt, to the conditions 
found here," states Hahn. 
"Many residents, unaware of 
these problems, plant vege­ 
tation which can become a 
hazard."

Parks and Recreation.
Roadside trees, brush and 

shrubbery in all unincorpor­ 
ated portions of the county, 
and in 17 contract cities, are 
under the direct jurisdiction 
of the department of parks 
and recreation.

County ordinances set 
forth the following regula- 
lations affecting roadside 
vegetation in these areas:

1. The county parks de­ 
partment is the sole agency 
maintaining, planting and 
removing trees along high- 
wavs. streets, parkways and 
rights-of-way In unincorpor­ 
ated areas of the county and 
in contract cities.

2. Property owners, sub- 
dividers ami other residents 
must have prior written per­ 
mission from the depart­ 
ment of parks and recrea­ 
tion before planting, remov­ 
ing or altering trees, hedges, 
plants, shrubs or flowers 
along a public street, park­ 
way or highway.

:l. The Department of 
parks and recreation is re­ 
sponsible for pruning, plant­ 
ing, core, removal and trim­ 
ming of trees along high­ 
ways. Private individuals or 
firms who wish to undertake 
any of these operations must 
secure a permit from the de 
partment.

4. The county policy is no 
to remove any green or liv 
ing tree unless its presence 
is a hazard which cannot be 
eliminated by any other 
means.

The county department ol 
parks and recreation main 
tains a roadside trees crew 
in Athens Park. These men 
are equipped to perform all 
roadside tree maintenance 
operations, including plant 
pest and disease control.

removed nearly 2000 tree 
throughout Los Angeles 
County in 1901-02.
